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ABDUCTION ALERT 


Warning to parents after man in 
van tries to snatch five-year-old 


PARENTS have been urged to 
keep a close eye on their chil¬ 
dren following the attempted 
abduction of a young girl in 
Harlow. 

Police issued the public warning 
after a five-year-old playing in the 
front garden of a home in Broomfield 
was grabbed by a stranger at 3.50pm on 
Sunday afternoon. 

The man - who had got out of a 
white Ford Transit-style van - only let 
go of the girl’s arm when her older sis¬ 
ter appeared. 

It is the latest in a spate of worrying 
incidents reported to police in recent 
months. 

In February detectives issued a 
warning when two separate groups of 
young girls became suspicious about 
the actions of a van driver who had 
stopped to speak to them. 

Due to the young age of the children 
involved in the latest incident, they will 
be questioned by specially-trained offi¬ 
cers to try to ascertain exactly what 
happened. 

In the meantime, police have 
increased patrols in the area and have 
urged parents to be mindful of exactly 
where their children are playing. 

Superintendant Luke Collision, of 
Essex Police, said: “While this appears

to be a worrying incident, I want to 
reassure the public that we are doing 
everything possible to trace those 
involved. 

“I would urge parents to keep a close 
eye on their children and remind them 
about not speaking to strangers. 
Anyone who has concerns about any 
suspicious behaviour should immedi¬ 
ately ring police on 999.” 

Schools across the town were alerted 
to Sunday’s attempted abduction by 
police and sent out warning letters and 
text messages to parents. 

Harlow Council plans to support the 
increased police activity by stepping up 
patrols by its Community Safety Team 
over the Easter holiday period. 

Lynn Seward, the authority’s head of 
community and customer services, 
said: “Over the holiday period four uni¬ 
formed officers from the Community 
Safety Team supported by other staff 
are stepping up patrols where children 
play and we are working closely with 
Essex Police to share intelligence.” 

Anyone who notices any suspicious 
behaviour, especially involving a white 
Transit-style van, should immediately 
call police on 999.

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Make play area vandals pay for the repairs says MP 


THE vandals who wrecked a youth 
shelter at a community play area should 
be forced to pay for repairs, according 
to Harlow MP Robert Halfon. 

Last week the Star reported how the 
covered seating area behind the Bere- 
croft estate had been destroyed, lights 
smashed and broken bottles and drug 
paraphernalia dumped all over the play¬ 
ing surface, making it unsafe for young¬ 
sters to use. 

And after visiting the site earlier this 
week, Mr Halfon urged police to come 
down hard on the yobs responsible for 
the vandalism. 

He also pledged to spearhead atte¬ 
mpts to raise enough money to cover the

cost of repairs which could run into 
thousands of pounds. 

“I was deeply shocked, the scene was 


like a warzone,” Mr Halfon told the 
Star. “I have spoken several times in the 
past few days with Zulqar Cheema, the 
chairman of the residents’ association, 
and have also contacted Harlow Council 
and the local police community support 
officer to see what action can be taken. 

“Vandalism like this must not be 
swept under the carpet. Those behind it 
must be caught and asked to pay for 
repairs.” 

Mr Halfon has already donated £100 
to get the fundraising scheme off the 
ground and said he would be appealing 
to local businesses for help in the com¬ 
ing weeks. 

Mr Cheema appealed for anyone who 


knew the identity of the vandals to come 
forward. 

“We’re all very pleased that Robert’s 
on board to help us but it shouldn’t have 
to come to this,” he said. 

“Whoever is responsible for this 
mindless act of vandalism should be 
made to pay for the damage they have 
caused to our community or forced to 
carry out the repairs themselves. 

“I would urge those who know what 
happened to contact the police so they 
can catch the idiots who did this.”

8ft snake sent by 
parSSSsel post

SHOCKED postal workers were 
left rattled by the discovery of a 
live eight-foot snake inside a parcel 
sent from Harlow to Devon. 

The albino reticulated python was spot¬ 
ted as the box was scanned by an X-Ray 
machine at Stansted Airport, where it was 
due to be put onto a plane to complete its 
journey. 

The reptile - a species commonly kept 
as a pet - had already spent eight hours in 
the UK postal system. 

It had been on its way to a new owner in 
Exeter who had bought it over the internet 
from an address in Harlow. 

Royal Mail immediately alerted the 
RSPCA and the snake was then taken to a 
wildlife centre while its owner was traced. 

The buyer has since arranged for a spe¬ 
cialist courier to deliver the snake to his 
address. 

Inspector Steve Reeves said the crea¬ 
ture, which was unharmed by its ordeal, 
had a lucky escape. 

“Snakes are very sensitive to their envi¬ 
ronment and could well become ill if this 
is wrong,” he said. “For instance, a cold¬ 
blooded reptile could suffer if it was put 
into a cold place like an airplane hold. 



“Even with ‘fragile’ written on the box 
the python was in danger from bumps and 
mishaps along the way. Snakes are sensi¬ 
tive to stress such as from loud noise and 
vibrations, which can lead to illness. 

“No-one apart from the sender knew 
there was a live animal in the box. It 
would not have had the temperature, 
humidity or lighting that it needed for the 
whole of the journey, which could have 
gone on for some time if the flight was 
delayed or even re-directed elsewhere.” 


Sophie Adwick, exotics and trade offi¬ 
cer for the RSPCA, added: “This python is 
a living creature with specialised needs, 
not some object to be tossed into the mail 
so thoughtlessly. 

“This shocking case shows just how 
easy it is to order an exotic animal via the 
internet and the complete disregard that 
some people have for animal welfare. 

“If you are thinking about getting an 
animal visit a reputable seller or rescue 
centre, not a website.”

A long-term sufferer from 
depression, Deb - who lives in 
Bush Fair - said she is keen to 
increase understanding about the 
condition. 

“I believe depression is a hugely 
misunderstood illness,” she said. 

“It is a medical condition that 
many don’t realise sufferers have 
no control over. 

“You can go from feeling perfectly 
happy to suddenly losing interest 
in everything and feeling anxious 
and angry. It is very debilitating.” 
Although Deb believes she has 
suffered depression for much of 
her life, it wasn’t diagnosed until 
she was in her late twenties. 

“For many years I just thought that 
was how I was and accepted it,” 
she explained. “Then one day I 
plucked up the courage to go to 
the doctor and I was told I had 
depression. 

“I can’t put into words the relief of 
being told that there was genuinely 
something wrong.” 


After discovering the West Essex 
Mind group this year, Deb said 
she is coping well with her 
condition and now hopes to 
encourage other sufferers to seek 
help. 

“There is a lot of support 
nowadays through groups like 
Mind to help people with 
depression,” she said. “The key is 
recognising it and having the 
strength to get help, rather than 
just shielding away from the 
world.” 


As for her attempt on the London 
Marathon, she said: “Fortunately I 
am very fond of running and 
doing exercise which helps keep 
the demons at bay and gives me 
much needed self-esteem. I am 
just happy to be able to do my bit 
to help, even if it does mean 
running around Harlow dressed 
as a loon!”

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Minister talks tough on immigration 



GOVERNMENT minister Damian Green vowed 
to clamp down on the number of illegal 
immigrants entering the UK when he visited 
Harlow College on Thursday. 

The Conservative MP for Ashford, who was 
invited to the town by Harlow MP Robert 
Halfon, took part in an informal question- 
and-answer session with college staff, 
students, charity workers, faith leaders and 
residents. 

Speaking to the Star after the meeting, Mr 
Green said he sympathised with concerns 
about the issue of immigration. 

"I understand why people are worried 
because when we came into office in 2010 
immigration was at a quarter of a million 
people coming in a year," he said. 

"If you run it at that level then the 
increased demand for public services, 
housing and so on will cause problems and 
naturally make people anxious and angry. 
"That is why we have said over the course 
of five years we will cut it down to the tens 
of thousands rather than the hundreds of 
thousands a year. 

"However, we still want the brightest and 
best people from around the world to come 
to our country so it is about getting the 
right balance." 

Mr Green said a number of policies were 
being implemented by the Government to 
bring the numbers down. "We have initiated 
a clampdown on work visas and changed the 


student visa system to ensure proper 
inspections are conducted," he added. 

"We are also encouraging thousands of 
colleges to stop taking foreign students. An 
assessment on family and marriage rights 
will be the next step. 

"In the last year we removed 40,000 people 
who had no right to be here, though I would 
like to see that number even higher."

CONSERVATIVES are expecting a 
“tough fight” in their attempts to 
keep control of Harlow Council in 
next month’s local elections. 

Voters will go to the polls on May 3 
to select candidates in all 11 wards, 
with one extra seat up for grabs in 
Bush Fair following last month’s res¬ 
ignation of Labour councillor Helen 
Hart. 

The Tories retained control in last 
year’s vote despite a strong showing 
from Labour, who picked up seven of 
the 11 seats available and vowed to 
“finish the job” this May. 

But Conservative group leader 
Andrew Johnson said his party were 
ready for a battle - and told the Star 
there was still all to play for next 
month. 

“We’ve been knocking on doors 
and talking to residents since last July 
so it’s fair to say we’ve put a lot of 
effort into our preparations for this 
round of local elections,” he said. 

“Harlow is always a tough fight 
and we’re expecting the same this 
year, but I’ve been very encouraged 
by the response from residents to what 
we’ve done on a local level. It’s been 
very positive indeed. 

“We’ve frozen our share of council 
tax for the third year running, put in a 
successful Enterprise Zone bid, 
helped secure funding for road 
upgrades and secured the future of our 
discretionary services, all at a time 
when the council is under enormous 
financial pressure. 

“Obviously there are those with 
reservations about the Coalition 
Government, but we hope people will 
judge us on what we’ve achieved 
locally.” 

Labour officially launched their 
election campaign earlier this week 
when shadow minister for work and 
pensions Liam Byrne - son of former 
Harlow Council general manager 


Dermot Byrne - visited the town to 
meet voters. 

Jon Clempner, campaign manager 
and candidate for Little Parndon & 
Hare Street, said the party was “posi¬ 
tive” about its chances but was taking 
nothing for granted. 

“There is a real buzz about the 
Harlow Labour Party with our new 
parliamentary candidate Suzy Stride, 
an influx of new members and a 
recognition that this is the most 
important local election for years all 
contributing to a new impetus,” he 
said. 

“We have had teams out every 
weekend for months and will be out 
every day from now until the election 
listening to residents’ concerns. 

“National issues such as the reck¬ 
less reorganisation of the NHS, the 
millionaires’ budget, the granny tax, 
jobs and growth feature heavily in 
those conversations. 

“The out-of-touch Tories are not 
listening to local people, but we are 
determined to fight for residents in 
tough times.” 

The Liberal Democrats saw their 


vote crumble across the town last year 
and currently have no representation 
on the authority following the defec¬ 
tion of former group leader John 
Strachan to Labour and the death of 
Mark Hall councillor Nick Macy last 
year. 

But group chairman and former 
councillor Chris Millington said his 
party remained “in good heart” and 
were now determined to win back 
seats on the council. 

“Our number one priority is to 
regain a presence on Harlow 
Council,” he said. “We know it’s 
going to be difficult but the signs on 
the doorstep are encouraging. 

“People are starting to realise that 
we’re playing a key role in the 
Coalition Government. We’ve seen a 
number of our key policies imple¬ 
mented, including the recent increase 
in the personal allowance which is 
something that will benefit thousands 
of workers in Harlow. 

“As a party we’re closer and more 
unified now and are ready to do all we 
can to ensure Liberal Democrat voters 
have a voice on the council.”

I was also born in Stratford so it 
was good to go back to where I grew 
up." 

Derek, who is currently in training to 
run a marathon, said the run had been 
one of the best experiences of his life. 

"It was an absolutely incredible 
experience and something I will never 
forget," he added. 

Water supplier 
pulls the plug 
on hosepipes 



A HOSEPIPE ban comes into 
force in Harlow today (Thurs¬ 
day) as the UK’s worst drought 
in nearly 30 years takes its toll 
on regional water reserves. 

According to supplier Veolia Water 
Central, months of exceptionally low 
rainfall has left it with no choice but 
to restrict residents’ water use, even 
though the company loses 181m 
litres every day through leaks on its 
network. 

Water resources manager Mike 


GROUPS of litter-pickers swept 
through Harlow on Saturday to give 
the town a spring clean.

The three other groups set 
off from Cafe Youth in the town 
centre and covered The Hydes, The 
Dashes, Wych Elm, Rivermill, 
Morley Grove, Harlow College, the 
rear of The Square, the Post Office 
car park cycle track, Hester House 
park and woods and the field oppo¬ 
site Asda.

Pocock insisted the ban was essen¬ 
tial to conserve resources - and 
warned that further restrictions 
could follow if the drought contin¬ 
ued. 

“We take most of our water from 
chalk aquifers and these natural 
sources have simply not been 
refilled by autumn, winter and 
spring rain,” he said. 


After just two hours the 51 vol¬ 
unteers had filled 94 bags with rub¬ 
bish - enough to fill the petting 
enclosure at Pets’ Corner! 

Harlow Council chief executive 
and Safer Harlow partnership 
chairman Malcolm Morley said: 
“I’m very grateful to all those who 
gave their time on Saturday and 
hope those who litter their environ¬ 
ment do the right thing and put 
their litter in the bin or take it 
home. 

“Keeping the streets and open 
areas clean is a key priority for the 
council. That’s why, for example, 
we have just set up a special four- 
person environment team with Kier 
Harlow to tackle particular litter or 
graffiti problems as they arise.” 


“The levels are now well below 
average and we have to carefully 
manage the water we have to see us 
through the summer months.” 

He added the firm was on track to 
exceed its leakage reduction target 
as set out by Government regulator 
Ofwat. 

“We are ensuring that our compa¬ 
ny continues to meet the leakage tar¬ 
get and we are on track to exceed it 
for the second year running,” he 
said. 

“We want to work closely with our 
customers to ensure a secure water 
supply in drought conditions and 
will be promoting water saving 
throughout the summer.” 

Under the terms of the restriction 
order, residents will be barred from 
using a hosepipe to water plants and 
gardens, cleaning cars or boats, wash 
walls, windows, paths or patios and 
fill domestic swimming or paddling 
pools, fountains and ponds. 

Anyone found flouting the ban, 
which will remain in place until July 
at the earliest, risks prosecution and 
a fine of up to £1,000. 

Mr Pocock added: “By putting 
restrictions in place we aim to 
emphasise the situation and appeal 
to our customers to work with us to 
reduce their water use. 

“If we all make small lifestyle 
changes it can make a big differ¬ 
ence.” 

Some firms and organisations 
relying on heavy water use will be 
excluded from the ban. For details of 
exceptions and tips on conserving 
water, log on to the Veolia website at 
www. veoliawater. co. uk/drought.

Don't forget 
to sow seeds 
of safety in 
your garden 



E VER thought a flowerpot would put you in 
hospital? According to a recent report 
from the Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Accidents, the humble flowerpot causes 
around 5,300 garden-related injuries every 
year! 

Gardening has long been known to be 
extremely therapeutic and relaxing, 
benefiting millions of people. A good 
weekend in the garden is to be recommended 
but it is also important to remember it is a 
form of exercise. 

It may sound strange but jumping into a 
vigorous gardening session is the same as an 
athlete going straight into competition from 
a break. Remember to warm up before you 
dive in as it's easy to cause a sprain or 
strain by simply not getting your body ready. 
It seems that hospital figures back up this 
research with a recent spike in gardening 
related admittances at Princess Alexandra 
Hospital. Around 10 per cent of cases treated 
over the past couple of hot weekends were 
down to injuries sustained in the garden and 
this is expected to rise over the long Easter 
weekend. 

The ROSPA advise that many of us see our 
garden as a place of rest and relaxation and 
perhaps that's why so many accidents 
happen there. Research has shown that a 
whopping 87,000 people are injured actively 
gardening or carrying out DIY jobs in the 
garden in the UK alone. 


Top 10 gardening 
injuries in the UK 

1 Lawn mowers (6,500) 

2 Flowerpots (5,300) 

3 Secateurs and pruners (4,400) 

4 Spades (3,600) 

5 Electric hedgetrimmers (3,100) 

6 Plant tubs and troughs (2,800) 

7 Shears (2,100) 

8 Garden forks (2,000) 

9 Hoses and sprinklers (1,900) 

10 Garden canes and sticks (1,800) 


Simple measures such as putting on gloves 
could prevent many of the injuries, along 
with wearing strong shoes and trousers when 
mowing the lawn rather than shorts and 
sandals. Don't forget, chemicals should be 
stored out of sight and out of reach of 
children and tools should always be tidied 
away after use. This can prevent any slips or 
trips over items that have been left lying 
around. 

And always make sure that you are wearing 
the correct personal protective equipment 
to avoid an injury when working in the 
garden. This is particularly important when 
using mowers, strimmers and hedge- 
trimmers. 

We cannot be blamed for wanting to spend 
some quality time outdoors, soaking up the 
sunshine while we indulge in some long- 
waited garden maintenance. But what many 
people don't understand is that we never 
seem to associate gardening with danger - 
which has been branded as the most 
dangerous thing of all! 


'Park ban' sex pest 
avoids jail sentence

A MAN who breached a court 
order banning him from public 
parks after he offered a boy 
£20 to have sex has been spared 
jail for a third time. 

Wayne Challis (52), of Crown 
Close, Sheering, was made the sub¬ 
ject of the sexual offences order in 
2009 when the offence took place. 

But in May 2010 Challis 
breached the order by going to 
Pishiobury Park at Sawbridge- 
worth. He was taken back to court 
and given a suspended prison sen¬ 
tence. 

Then, in October last year, he 
appeared in court for breaching the 
order a second time after he had 
been seen crouching in bushes near 
public toilets in Harlow Town Park. 

He admitted the offence but 
judge Anthony Goldstraub deferred 
sentence for six months, telling 
Challis he would not immediately 
lose his liberty when the case 
returned to court if he continued his 
rehabilitation. 

He described Challis at the time 
as “an intractable case”. 

Challis returned to Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Monday when the 
judge honoured his side of the deal 
made back in October 

The judge was told Challis had 
not committed any further breaches

of the prevention order, had contin¬ 
ued to take his medication and had 
been diligent in seeing his proba¬ 
tion officer. 

Francis Lloyd, representing 
Challis, said: “He has conducted 
himself impeccably.” 

Challis was given a 12-month 
conditional discharge after Mr 
Lloyd successfully argued that 
Challis had been under a communi¬ 
ty order for the past three years. 

The order banning Challis from 
going into any park where the pub¬ 
lic might be present remains in 
force. 

The court was told that back in 
March 2009 Challis was convicted 
for causing or inciting prostitution. 
He offered a 15-year-old boy 
money for sexual intercourse which 
did not happen. 

Challis, who is unemployed, was 
described as a sad and lonely indi¬ 
vidual with few friends and for 
whom going to the park was one of 
the few things he enjoyed. 

After he breached the order for 
the second time it had been ham¬ 
mered home to him the need to stay 
away from the park and he had not 
returned there since his arrest.

STAFF at the Harlow Citizens' 
Advice Bureau are celebrating 
after winning a High Sheriff 
award for their work in the 
community. 

The organisation, which provides 
free advice and information on a 
wide range of issues, won the 
High Sheriff's Cup in recognition 
of their efforts to raise 
awareness of the many schemes 
designed to ease the financial 
burden on the poor and needy.

Ruggles-Brise, described the 
work of Harlow CAB as "an 
extremely proactive project 
which warranted greater 
recognition.”

A total of 68 community

Pedestrian killed 
in road accident 
was Harlow 0AP 

A PEDESTRIAN killed in a hit-and- 
run accident has been identified as a 
retired factory worker from Harlow. 

Henry Bailey (79) suffered multi¬ 
ple injuries after he was struck by a 
vehicle as he walked along an unlit 
stretch of the A120 Standon Road at 
Little Hadham at 11pm last Tuesday. 

Mr Bailey, of Dunstalls, was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene despite 
efforts by paramedics to save him, 

Police say the alarm was raised by 
another motorist who is believed to 
have followed the vehicle involved in 
the accident to the A10 after spotting 
its damaged windscreen. 

Officers are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses or information and are partic¬ 
ularly keen to hear from anyone who 
may have seen Mr Bailey walking 
along the A120. 

It is not known whether he was on 
his own. Police have yet to disclose 
details of where he had spent the 
evening or where he was heading at 
the time of the incident.

An inquest into Mr Bailey's death 
has been opened by Herts coroner 
Edward Thomas and adjourned to a 
later date.

He was detained 
on suspicion of failing to stop after 
an accident.

Town bids for 
slice of Portas 
Pilot funding

HARLOW traders could be in 
line for a share of £lm after 
bidding to become part of a 
Government-backed project 
aimed at reviving the for¬ 
tunes of Britain’s ailing high 
streets. 

Harlow Town Partnership is 
hoping to secure money from a 
funding pot proposed as part of 
an ambitious new scheme 
thought up by retail guru and self- 
styled ‘Queen of Shops’ Mary 
Portas. 

The scheme offers towns the 
chance to apply for one of 12 grants 
of up to £100,000 to breathe new 
life into their central shopping dis¬ 
tricts. 

Ms Portas will also be on hand to 
advise traders how to spend the cash 
and test out business-boosting ideas 
published in her recent independent 
review of the UK’s retail decline. 

According to Government guide¬ 
lines, the pilot bids - which are 
expected to be in their hundreds - 
will be judged on their ability to 
demonstrate a joint commitment 
between local groups to make a 
“transformational vision” for their

high street a reality. 

Harlow Council’s chief operating 
officer Graham Branchett said he 
felt Harlow had a strong case for 
becoming a Portas Pilot. 

“The Town Centre Partnership 
has put forward a really strong case 
that effectively draws together 
everyone with an interest in 
Harlow’s renewal,” he said. 


“With an enviable location just 25 
miles from London offering great 
road, rail and air links, Harlow is 
perfectly placed to grow as a retail 
centre. 

“The creation of an Enterprise 
Zone and the availability of a 
skilled and flexible workforce 
combine to make us a town that is 
attracting increasing interest from 
investors. 

“The status of being a Portas 
Pilot would send the signal that 
Harlow is a thriving centre for 
retail business with all the major 
partners in the area fully behind a 
clear and far-reaching plan for the 
town's regeneration.” 

Harlow and District Chamber of 
Commerce general manager Ian 
Hudson said the most effective way 
of rejuvenating Harlow’s high street 
would be to attract more independ¬ 
ent traders. 

“It is important that we fill our 
empty units with independent shops 
and businesses so that Harlow has 
something different to offer rather 
than fronting the same chain shops 
that can be found everywhere,” he 
said. 

“I welcome the Harlow pilot bid 
and think anything that attracts more 
businesses into the town is a good 
thing.”

Poor and vulnerable are the 
losers in millionaires' budget 

SIR, Robert Halfon heaped lavish praise on a budget 
“for lower earners and hard-working people, for jobs 
and for the most vulnerable” (Star, March 22). Most 
headlines saw it as a budget for millionaires by 
millionaires! 

In scrapping the 50p top rate of tax, 300,000 high 
earners gain an extra £10K a year while 14,000 
millionaires each save £42,500. 

Mr. Halfon plaintively says the 5 Op rate raised almost 
no revenue. Isn’t this a good reason for clamping 
down on tax evasion? But no, instead the 
Government rewards the very rich when the rest of 
us would be accused of fraud. Anyway, what will 
stop those on a 45p rate also avoiding tax? 

Usually, governments tax the rich to pay for 
pensions. Now the reverse is true. The coalition 
chose to help the richest at the expense of pensioners 
in an enormous stealth tax, disguised as a 
simplification, in an outrageous assault on 
pensioners. It’s effectively a tax increase on the over 
65s. Better hang on tightly to bus passes! 

Who are the other losers? Where is the help for the 
most vulnerable or lower earners? 

A third of all adults gain no benefit as they earn too 
little to pay tax - the poorest, hard-working families. 
There’s nothing for the unemployed, especially the 
million young unemployed, or those working too few 
hours. Deprived areas are threatened with cuts in 
regional pay, ensuring a further loss to their local 
economy. The most vulnerable, already confronted by 
£18bn in benefit cuts, are now facing an extra £10bn 
welfare cuts. So much for “we’re all in it together”. 
There is no attempt to stimulate the economy or 
boost investment and demand. It relies on trickle- 
down economics where the Government increases 
rewards for the richest in the vain hope that it trickles 
down to increase jobs at the bottom. It didn’t work 
for Thatcher in the boom years let alone now in a 
recession. After two years in power, the economy has 
flatlined, but the budget fails to address the lack of 
growth. 

No prizes for guessing who had the most access to 
the intimate little dinner parties at No. 10 before this 
budget was set.

H AVE you ever been left 
disorientated while 
trying to find an 
address in Harlow? 

According to regular Nostalgia 
contributor and local historian Ron 
Bill, there is a reason for this. 

“Did you know Harlow remains 
one of the few towns, if not the 
only one, in which house numbers 
run consecutively rather than 
divided between odds and evens?” 
he says. 

“Prior to the completion of the first 
Harlow Development Corporation 
housing area at Chippingfield in 
1949, it was agreed that the Post 
Office would number housing areas 
to conform to the pattern of a 
‘postman walk’. 

“As each area was planned and 
named, the development 
corporation would send a copy of 
the layout plan to the Post Office 
which would devise the most 
efficient route for the postman’s

walk and return the plan to HDC. 
They in turn made copies available 
to the police, ambulance, fire 
service and local trades and sold 
copies to the public.” 

Ron says that although all the 
corporation housing areas initially 
featured house number indication 


boards, over the years many have 
been lost and not replaced - leading 
to confusion around some of the 
estates. 

He added: “If you’re lost and 
desperately looking for a house 
number, the answer is to pretend 
you’re a postman!”

Titanic steams back 
after a 3D makeover 



TITANIC 3D

JAMES Cameron’s mega-budget 
love story set aboard the 
doomed ocean liner was a 
phenomenon. 

Buoyed by the on-screen chemistry 
of Leonardo DiCaprio and Kate 
Winslet, Titanic sailed away with a 
record 11 Oscars and broke box 
office records. 

To coincide with the centenary of 
the ship’s ill-fated maiden voyage, 
Cameron has revisited his 
masterpiece and lovingly converted 
it to 3D. 

Cameron has been at the forefront 
of expanding the boundaries of the 
increasingly fashionable format. At 
multiplexes and IMAX cinemas he 
has created some truly immersive 
experiences that soften the blow of 
inflated ticket prices and the 
inevitable discomfort of wearing the 
spectacles. 

In the case of Titanic , that 
discomfort lasts for more than three 
hours but that’s no matter. We’re 
completely swept along by 
Cameron’s vision, which uses a 


fictional blue diamond necklace 
known as The Heart Of The Ocean 
as the narrative glue between the 
present and past. 

The film begins deep underwater 
with Brock Lovett (Bill Paxton) and 
his team of hi-tech treasure hunters 
scouring the submerged wreck. The 
search comes to nought until Brock 
meets 101-year-old survivor Rose 
DeWitt Bukater (Gloria Stuart). 
Staring transfixed at a sketch of her 
younger self, Rose recalls her 
burgeoning romance with spirited 
artist Jack Dawson (DiCaprio) 
aboard the luxury liner. 

Her jealous fiance Cal Hockley (Billy 
Zane) schemes to drive a wedge 
between the sweethearts with the 
help of his valet, Spicer Lovejoy 
(David Warner), and Rose’s 
snobbish, money-oriented mother 
(Frances Fisher). 

But fate intervenes and passengers 
of all classes fight for their lives as 
the ship quickly takes on freezing 
water. 

Titanic 3D is a feast for the senses 
and the heart, recalling the epic 
storytelling of British director David 
Lean and co, and cements 
Cameron's reputation as an action 


director par excellence but also as a 
master helmsman of delicately 
observed human drama. 

The 3D is breathtaking; you can 
almost feel particles in the water 
brushing against your face as 
cameras glide through 
compartments. 

And with all the technological 
advances of the past 15 years, the 
film still looks pristine and colours 
aren’t dulled by the new format. 


Indeed, the film is perfectly suited to 
it: water-logged corridors seem to 
stretch into the distance and our 
stomachs lurch with Jack and Rose 
as they cling to the stern, looking 
down as fellow passengers tumble 
to their doom. 

Cameron hasn’t plugged any of the 
plot holes and some dialogue is still 
cheesy but now, just as in 1998, we 
forgive him a multitude of sins.

WITH April arriving this weekend and Spring 
well and truly here, there’s no excuse for 
closing the curtains and snuggling up by the 
fire!

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FORMER Essex skipper Ronnie 
Irani is known by millions of sports 
lovers as the cheery and lively soul 
who is the co-presenter on the 
Alan Brazil Sports Breakfast radio 
show on talkSPORT. 

Listeners can hear his humour and 
passion for sport between 6am and 
10am on weekdays. 

This week Irani, who lives in West 
Essex with his wife Lorraine and 
two daughters, took time out to 
speak to Star sports reporter 
DAVID RIMMER. 

S PORT is in his DNA - 
Ronnie Irani was born to 
play and talk about it. 

The former Essex County Cricket 
Club skipper and England 
international simply lives and breathes 
it, but is a balanced character. 

It does not seem almost five years ago 
that Irani was forced to quit cricket in 
June 2007 because of a knee injury. 

It was a cruel blow, but the 
Lancastrian adapted and found work 
as a presenter with talkSPORT after 
they approached him with a 
job offer. 

Prior to that his media work 
had included presenting the 
drive-time show on Dream 
FM. 

He said: “Cricket was a 
stepping stone for what I am 
doing now. I realised when I 
started pro cricket at 16 that there 
would be a life after it.” 

A straightforward man with no airs 
and graces, Irani is young in outlook, 
a people person and made for his 
radio role. 

He said: “It’s fantastic. I have been 
doing it for four-and-a-half years. I 
love talking about sport and would 
like to do it for as long as possible. 

He looks a bit tired with the early 
morning starts to and from South East 
London, but the sacrifice is 
worthwhile as he seems a lot less 
stressed than when he was Essex 
skipper. 

“I love all sports. I’m always tired 
when I get up at 3.30am. When I get 
there at 4.30am I do not feel like 
eating anything.”

Previous captains of Essex, such as 
Keith Fletcher and Graham Gooch, 
had more reserved personalities. 
Although Gooch has worked in the 
media, I could not imagine him or 
Fletcher being able to adapt to being 
on a daily talk show. 

Irani gets on well with his co¬ 
presenter, the former Ipswich Town, 
Spurs and Manchester United player 
Alan Brazil, who affectionately calls 
him ‘Chicken Biriani’. 

“He’s a very good person. He’s a very 
good presenter and lets me get on 
with it,” said Irani. 

Talking about Brazil’s well known 
love of refreshments, Irani chuckled: 
“He drinks beer and wine and it is 
like a DFS sale, it just goes on and 
on!”

Irani is an all-round sportsman and 
played football at a reasonable level 
when at school. He’s also a staunch 
Manchester United fan. 

“I’m a massive football fan. I played 
for Bolton Boys Federation at 14 or 
15, and played at a decent level,” he 
said. 

“I was a centre forward. I was not 
good enough to be a pro. I played 
with the likes of [ex-Manchester City 
star] Gary Flitcroft and [ex-Blackburn 
Rovers player] Jason Wilcox. 

“Gary was so good on the ball and in 
his reading of the game.” 

The former Essex skipper’s love of the 
Red Devils was fostered through his 
Dad. 

A wistful Irani said: “My Dad has 
been a fan since 1961.1 saw my first 
game in 1976 and have been a season 
ticket holder for 33 years. 

“I remember Martin Buchan and the 
Greenhoff brothers [Jimmy and 
Brian]. Lou Macari was a clever 
footballer.” 

He feels you can only judge players in 
their own eras and Ryan Giggs is a 
favourite while Eric Cantona has a 
special place in Irani’s heart. 

“He was the best. He was sheer class. 
He brought the best out of all the 
youngsters,” he said. 

But being a former professional, 
cricket is his first love and he hopes 
Essex will enjoy a renaissance this 
summer. 

He said: “I was pleased when Essex 
won the one day trophy in the season 
after I left, but we have had three 
average seasons and have to get better. 
We have to kick on and be better. 

“I hope the youngsters come through. 
You can only give them a chance and 
hope they grasp it.” 

Irani will be remembered as an 
extremely capable and wholehearted 
cricketer but also for the legacy he left 
in blooding talented youngsters when 
captain at Essex from 2000 to 2007. 

Of the players who came into the 
Essex team under Irani, Alastair Cook 
and Ravi Bopara have thrived the 
most. 



He said: “At Essex I had backing to 
bring in the young players. I knew 
Alastair from when he was around 16. 
He was mentally strong. 

“He worked hard and he knew his 
game. He has a good attitude and he 
keeps things simple.” 

Irani, who also presents The Cricket 
Show on TalkSPORT during the 
summer, has strong opinions on who 
should be playing for the Test team. 

He said: “I would not have [Eoin] 
Morgan in the side. He does not have 
a solid base. His head is not still when 
he bats. I would have Ravi in the team. 
“I hope it goes well for Ravi this year. 

I think Paul Collingwood should have 
gone earlier than he did, and if he had, 
Ravi would be established now.” 

Irani also serves on the cricket 
committee and general committee at 
Essex CCC. 

He predicts a very bright future for 
quick bowler Tyrone Mills and has 
also been impressed with off-spinner 
and all-rounder Harry Ramsden, who 
has just joined the Essex Academy. 

He said: “Tyrone is special. He will go 
all the way and could be up there in 


two years. He’s quick and he bowls 
accurately.” 

“Harry is consistently accurate, he 
gets bounce and that is a good start. 

To be a class off spinner like Graeme 
Swann, you have to have bottle and 
react well when you get hit.” 

Looking ahead to the current summer, 
the England versus South Africa Test 
series will be close and Irani finds it 
hard to pick a winner. 

“There is so little to choose between 
the two teams. It could just come 
down to one poor session by a team. It 
promises to be a good series. 

“What [Kevin] Pietersen does will be 
massive [for the outcome] and Graeme 
Swann could play a big part.” 

Irani wishes he could still be playing. 
“I miss going for runs, taking wickets 
and the dressing room banter. I just 
miss playing the game itself. If I 
played tomorrow the knee would just 
swell up,” he said. 

“If an ex-cricketer does not miss it, 
there is something wrong.”
